nother musical diamond-in-the rough hidden 

in Edmonton's lively musical environ: 

ViVACE is an acronym for Very Interesting 
Variety of Chamber music Ensemble. The group 
was formed in 1995 by the Schoen Duo (violinist 
Thomas and flutist Kathleen Schoen), and sever 
al colleagues for the performance of classical 
music for various combinations of inst ruments. 

Now the group has re-emerged in a different 
configuration. It also has a new vision, redefin- 
ing a musical tradition dating from nearly a cen- 
tury ago — that of the Palm Court theatre 
orchestra, known for entertaining hotel guests 
between 1890 and 1930. Kathleen Schoen spoke 
enthusiastically about the group’s upcoming per- 
formance on Saturday, June 5, 

“What we've got is our ViVACE group with 
flute and strings that have been doing classical 
chamber music concerts. We’ve (recently) added 
a piano and that gives us, right off the bat, a 
piano trio, which is a really common ensemble 
for this kind of thing. 

“There are two ways that you can go with a 
Palm Court Orchestra,” she added. “You can

n a recent sunny Sunday, I was part of a steady 
0 stream of music junkies making their way into the 

Prince of Wales Armouries to walk their fingers 
over the spines of thousands of vinyl album jackets 
and CD cases packed in endless rows of crates. For 
sure, there is no shortage of folks out there who are 
forever tracking down a favorite lost album or a 
replacement copy of a record that has one too many 
hisses or pops after three decades of being spun on a 
turntable 

2ecently, I also once again started to regularly take 
time to sift through the cut-out bins in department 
stores and local audio outlets, now that deleted com- 
pact discs are more commonplace than they were, 
say, five years ago 

If nothing else, it’s just another confirmation that 
there’s more recorded music available now than at 
any other time. And while it’s possible at times for a 
retail outlet to hunt down a hard-to-find disc, one rec- 
ommended set of road maps as to what titles are 
available, or what titles have been released by an act 
or artist over the years, comes in the form of the 
musicHound series of Essential Albwm Guides. 

While attending Fan Fair in Nashville a couple of 
years ago, I was handed a promotional copy of the 
“country” edition of the series, published by Visible 
Ink, and was impressed with its comprehensiveness. 
Traditional country, bluegrass, country-rock, honky- 
tonk, Tex-Mex and western swing were all given in- 
depth representation. Entries give a brief overview of 
a career and then individual compartments guide the 
music fan through ‘what to buy,’ ‘what to buy next,’ 
‘what to avoid,’ and a list of the balance of each 
artist’s recordings. In some cases, those are followed 
by suggestions of discs ‘worth searching out’ and a 
short list of who an artist has been influenced by and 
who the artist, in turn, may have had an impact on. 

As it turns out, the publisher has also compiled 
Essential Album Guides for jazz, rock, folk, blues 


and R&B. The man with the vision for these 
music journalist Gary Graff who found himse| 
of a career bind back in 95.

ne wonders what attracted the knighted Anthony 
Hopkins to the role of Dr. Ethan Powell, the violent- 
ly troubled psychiatrist he plays in Instinct. 


Perhaps he was driven by the sa: 


suaded Sigourney Weaver to make Gorillas in the Mist 
— some incomprehensible fascination to act with apes. 
Possibly he liked the scene where he grapples Cuba 
“Show me the money!” Gooding Jr. into a headlock. Or 
maybe it was just the opportunity to work with a direc- 


tor named “Turteltaub.” 


But I suspect Hopkins did it because Powell is such 
an easy role; the character’s soul is so troubled by what 
he’s seen in Africa while studying gorillas that he has 
retreated into silence. Thus Hopkins has no lines for 
the first act, apart from the occasional neanderthal 
grunt. To his credit, Sir Anthony uses his facial expres- 
sions to evoke curiosity about Powell's silence and 
what lies behind it. Sadly, the answers disappoint. 

The story follows Gooding Jr., as psychiatric resi- 
dent Dr. Theo Caulder, a brown-nosing go-getter if 


there ever was one. After hearing 
about Powell — who has been com- 
mitted because of violent outbursts 
— Caulder hopes to impress his boss 
(Donald Sutherland) and his psychi 
atric peers by getting him to talk. He 
wants to lead the muted and savage 
Powell to a state of speaking and 
peacefulness — mainly because it 
would make for a great end to the 
book he plans to write. 





Hopkins spends much of the movie in chained 


use that per- 


bondage, somewhat reminiscent of his Hannibal Lecter 
role (Silence of the Lambs). Other prison clichés are 
present: overly violent guards, oppressive wardens, ter- 
rorized inmates and a protagonist disgusted at it all. 
The use of such unsubtle plot devices insults our intel- 
ligence and makes for an excruciatingly predictable 
story. Of course Caulder has to stand up for dignity and 
fairness in this cruel environment. Of course the harsh 
prison conditions will drive Powell to violence. Cut to 


the apes, already — at least they're neat to look at.

Apart from a touching soliloquy from Hopkins as he 
contemplates the fate of a gorilla in captivity, there is 
nothing in Instinct to impress. Characters predictably 
metamorphose along obvious moral lines — Caulder 
from ambitious player to caring healer, Powell from 
violent ape-man to pensive ape-man — coupling the 
audience’s own transition from curious to bored. 

Occasionally, the movie jars viewers awake, best 
done by portraying Powell's flashback of Rwandan sol- 
diers brutally slaughtering a herd of peaceful gorillas. 


But soon the film is reduced to hav- 
ing Hopkins slam his hand on tables 
to arouse interest, and Cuba doesn’t 
give much help. 

The result feels rather like one of 
those sleepy mornings when you've 
hit the snooze bar a little too often. 
At least if you follow your instincts 
while watching this movie, you 
should exit the theatre well-rested.

Think before (Skin) you Sip 


Male circumcision no longer universal 


they start getting hard, it’s fun to 
watch the tip emerging. 

I think, for most of us, it’s an 
esthetic issue. In North America, 
as one guy who likes his cut penis 
said, “you just don’t see a lot of 
uncut penises in advertising.” 

Esthetically, I swing both ways. 
It ju eems absurd to remove 
part of a perfectly healthy little 
penis to make it look pretty. And if 

sten to the foreskin defend- 
a bit more than a snip.
